ſignificant) becauſe it pleaſes learned and 
wile men of ſpeciall note and eminencie 
in the Church (by profeſſion and reputa- 
tion eyen chiefe pillars and arch-buil= 
ders) to lay that imputatiom upon it, & ſo 
by their canons to conclude and deter- 
mine againſt it? I beſeech you rather tc 
to conſider, whether this diſgracefulk 
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foundation thus openly. laid upon the 
divine doctrine Re holy ceremony, 
piolage not {though they pretend the, 
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eontraty) ſome evill intendment cloſely

cially) any other Deitie was once ima- 

ined, or any foundation concerning the 

loctrine of 1 bleſſed Trinity, ſhaken or 
controverted : but, though they held the
